FOM the beginning of Printing his Maicſties progenitors by their prerogatiue Royall did priuiledoc ſuch 
Perrin as they pleaſed ſoly to Print ſome peculiar henkin. now th the a "oy ena 4 the Nellie, 4 
And for this Art of Printing was the key that opened the doore of knowledge and learning (which is the ho. 
nour and ſupport of all Stares and Kingdomes) his Maieſties progenitors were pleaſed to incorporate a ſcle&ed 
number, and to indow them with a large Charter and many great priuiledges which was graciovſly intended for the 
generall good of the whole company , but by the inhduations brought in by the Maſters and their ordinances, the 
benefit is conuerted to them inpurticular, and the peritioners vtterly ruined thereby. 

The lawes of the kingdome authoriſe all perſons, that haue ſerued an Apprentiſhip according to the ſtatute, law 
fully to ſet vp and ve that trade to which they haue ſerued. But the petitioners are de p:12ed of thatbenefir (which 
all honeſt and loyall ſubie&s inioy )by ordinances of the Maſters of their company. And made perpetuall bondmen 
toſerue ſome few of the rich all their liues vpon ſuch condiſsions, and for ſuch hite,ard at ſuch times, as the Maſters 
thinke fit : for their trade of Printing(but as ſeruants)they muſt not vſe, ſo asthey take 21l poGibiltie of Aduance- 


ment(be they neuer ſoexquiſite in their qualitic)from the petitioners, and make them vnca pable of maintenance for 
them their wiues and poſterities. 


The Maſters obtained a decree 28. Eliz. prohibiting the peritioners to ſet vp any p-<ſſe or preſſes wherewith to 
print vpon paine of fixe moneths impriſonment without Bay le or mainpriſe, and his picfſes and other inſtruments 
to be defaced, : 

The decree was obtained vnder colour of granting the ptitioners divers bookes in priuildge to bee printed for 
their benefir, and divers ordinances for the petitioners continuall and full imployments, and other orders profita- 
ble for them. Burt the decree obtained, they obſerned none of their contr:s : thoſ- being inſtiruted without pe- 
nalty. But all that tended to the p-titioners preiudice , and their Malters particular p: ofics,, were inioyncd vnder 
great and grieuous puniſhments, 

Whereas his Maieſtie was graciouſly pleaſed to grant inpriuiledge the printing of diuc! shookes vritothe peti. 
tioners the poore Printers (they by their ordinances haue diſpoſed them wholly to their owne parricular benefir, 
the petirioners hauing no ſhare or benefit of his Maieſties moſt gracious and free bountie , inteaded chiefely ro the 
poore petitioners. And with the profit of his Maieſlies gift, they haue purchaſed and drawne into their hands di. 
uers other priuiledged bookes, conuerting th-m likewiſe to their owne ends. 

In like manner vnder a pretence of reli:uing the poore , they haue obrained al-no! all into their hands, what ci- 
ther his Maieſtie : or hisprogenitors euer granted in priuiledge, of which the Petitioners and poore ſort of Printcrs 
expeRting benefit, reape indemnity and preiudice,and his Mateſties SubicRs in general are abuſed by their exaRions. 

For they keeping multiplicity of Apprentiſies,(who after their Apprentiſhips, like the Petitioners, become for 
euer more (zruile then before) Print Bookes moſt by their Apprentiſes, whereby the Petitioners haue not halfe im- 
ployment ſufficient to worke as ſeruants ; But the Petitioners are in worſe caſe, then when the priuiledges were in 


| ſtrangers hands, which hadno prentiſes. Beſides the Maſters of the Co:npany haue raiſed the prizes of Bookes, 


Print in worſe Paper,and with dimne and bad Letters. 

The Stationers to whom theſe priuiledges were neuer intendedby his Maieſties moſt Gracious Gift, or the Grant 
of his Progenitors,are the chiefe Ingroſſers of theſe Priuiledged Coppies,with ore tex Printers. Aud fuither, the 
Stationers by an agreement among themfelues will retale no new Copies, vnleſſe they be of their owne. For be it 
neuer ſo Religious, Learned,or profitable,if it be a Printers, either by purchaſe, or by free gift, they will not (cll the 
ſame ; bur che Printer muſt looſe his l1bourhis Paper and expence , it he wiil not (cl them ar their rate :; by which 
meanes the Stationer hath all the profit both by Printing and Booke (c1!irg. 

If the Petitioners infringe any part of the former Dc crce,or any of their oxne Ordinances, or but ſceme to que- 
ſtion their right in the benefits Graciouſly giuen them by his Maicſtie, or complaine of ticir vnconſcionable and

confirmed Our Reſolution againſt all oppoſition of refractozy

And,if we ſhalve ſenſible of this kind of contempt,cuen towards ſuch of Our louing Sublects, 
as are obedient to Our Lawes, and confozmable to Qur p:oceedings in Church , and Common 
wealth, bnto whom, wee cannot tmpute it , to pzoceede otherwiſe, then out of raſhnefle, eull 
cuſtome, 02 too mucy paſſion :much moze,let theurlooke to it, who in reſpect, that they are other- 
wtſe liable to Our Lawes, oz of ſuſpecced affection towards Our Gouernment, may giue vs (uſt 
cauſe to thinke, that it pzoceedeth from the oucrflowe of a wozle,0zmozecozrupt fountaine. 

Neither let any man miſtakeUs ſo much,as 6 thinke, that by giuing faire, : 
butes to DurPerlon , they can couer the ſcauvalls, which they otherwiſe tayvpon Nur Gouern- 
ment, but concetue, that udce make no other conſtruction of them, but as fine, and artificial glol 
ſes, the better to gtue paſſage to the reſt of their imputations, and ſcandalls.

dents,thathane happened tn Parliament, to any want o2 neglect of duty, 02 good affection 
towards Us, by them tn generall, oz by the greater and better number of Parliainent men, 
as we are confident(the true cauſes diſcouered) they wilbe far from imputtng it to any default 
in Us; there hauing in the beginning of this late Alſemblie paſſed greater and moze in- 
fallible tokens of lone and duty from Our Shbtects to Us their Soueraigne, and moze 
remarkeable teſtimonies from Us of Pur Pancely care and 3eale of their welfare , then 
hauebeene in any Parliament met in any fozmer Age. | 
This Parliament was by Us called,as foz making good and p:ofitable Lawes, ſomoze 
i phe this time of miſerable diſtraction thzoughout Chziſtendome, foz thebetter letling 
peace and Religion , and reſtozing OQur Ehildzento their ancient and lawfull patrimony, 
which u3e attempted to p2ocure by peaceable treaty, at Pur owne exceſſine charge, thereby 
toſancand pzenent theeffaſion of Ehiſtian blood, themilerable effece of warre, and diſſen- 
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fion; yet With full purpoſe, if that ſucceeded not, to recouer it by the \1o2d; and therefoze, as 
oL...4 meanes conducing to thoſe ends, the ſupply of Our Treaſures was to bee pz0- 
| 02. 

This Parliament beginning in Januarylaſt,p2oceeded ſome moneths with ſuch harmonte 
betweene Us and Qur people, as cannot bee paralleldby any fozmer time : Foz as the Houſe 
of Commons at the firſt, both inthe manner of thetr ſapplie, and otherwtiſe,ſhewedgreater 
loue,and moze reſpect then euer any Houſe of Commons did to Us, 02 (as Wee thinke) to 
any King befoze Us: So we,vpon all their complaints, hane affozded them ſuchmemozable, 
and rare examples of Juſtice, as many ages paſt cannot ſhew the like; wherein, that nace p2e- 
ferred the weale of Our people befoze all particrflar reſpects, the things themſelues doe ſut- 
fictently pzoone, Our Juſtice being extended,not onely to perſons of ozdinary ranke and qua- 
Utte , but enen tothe pzime Officer of Dur Kingdome, Und although,after their firſt Receſſc 
at Eaſter, nee found that they miſſpent a great deale of time, rather vpon the mlarging of 
the limites of their liberties, and diners other curious, and bnpofitable things, then vpon 
the framing and pzoponing of good+pzofitable Lawes : Yet ue gaue them time and ſcope 
fo: their Parliamentary pzoccedings , and pzolonged the Seſſion to an vuuſualllength, con: 
tinuing it vntill the etght and twentieth day of May , befoze wee ſignified Our purpoſe 
fo2 their Receſſe; and then wee declared, that u9e Would make a Receſſe on the fourth day of 
Pune next following, but onely fo2 a time, and in ſuch maner, as might bee without diſtur- 
bance to any their buſineſſes in hand , erp:eſſing out of Pur Grace (though Wee needed 
not) the cauſes of that Our purpole,Which were the ſeaſon of the peere,vſually hot,and vntfit 
fo2 greataſſemblies, Dur P2ogreſle appzoaching, the neceſſitie udee Had to make bſe of Pur 
Eouncell attending in both houſes, both to ſettle Pur walighttie affaires of State befoze noce 
went, and to attend Us when u3ece went Our P2zogreſle , the diſfurniſhingof Pur o2dinary 
Courtsof Juſtice ſo many Termes together, the longabſence of Juſtices of Peace, and De- 
puty Lieuetenants , Whole pzeſence was needfull foz making and returning of muſters, 
and fo2 ſubozdinate gouernement of the Countrep;and therefoze uſee appointed to adiourne 
theParliament on the fourth day of June, giuing that warninglonger then vſuall, that they 
might let in o2der their buſineſſes, and p2epare their greenances, which wee p:omiſed both 
to heare andanſwere befoze that Receſſe, foz pzeſenting whereof we appointed thema time. 
This meſſage graciouſly intended by Us, was not ſo well entertained by ſome, who ina 
ſho:t time diſperſed and ſpzed their itealouſies vnto others, and thereby occaſioned diſcon- 
tentment in the Houſe, fo2 being adiourned without paſſing of billes, Yet made not their 
addz:efſe to Us, as had beene meet, but deſired a conference with the Lozds; and at that 
conference,thenine and twventteth day of May,bnder colour of deſiringto petition Us fozſome 
farther time,to perfect and paſſe ſome ſpectall Bils, were tmboldened,not onely to diſpute,but 
to refell all the reaſons that we had ginen fo2 the adiournement, which betngmade knowen 
vnto Us, wWeeagatine ſignified Our pleaſure to both Houſes, that on the fourth day of June 
the Parhament ſhould riſe, but Bee would then giue Our Ropall aſſent to ſuch billes, as 
were 02 ſhould bee ready and fit to bee then paſſed, continuing all other buſineſſes in ſtate 
they were bya ſpectall Act to be framed fo2 thatpurpoſe. 

Lhe Lo2ds with all duetie and reſpect, ſubmitted to Our reſolution, paſſed the Act, & ſent 
itwith ſpeciall recommendation to the houſe of Commons;but they neither read it,noz2 pzocec- 
ded with buſineſſes,but fo:gctting that the time was Ours enot theirs, continued their diſcon- 
tentment,as they pzetended,foz being ſo ſoone diſmiſſed. We(thoughit were ſtrange to oblerne 
ſuch auerſnes fo2 Dur refolutng vponſuch waighty reaſons, that wherin Ye needednot to be 
meaſured by any other rule , but Pur oWwnePzincely will ) yet were contented to deſcend 
from our owne Right, to alter Our reſolution, and to continue the Scſſion fo2 a foztntght 
moe, wherein they might perfite ſuch publique Billes, as Wereeſteemed of moſt impoztance: 
fo2 which purpoſe , we Our ſecife came in perſon vnto the Higher houſe of Parliament , and 
made offer thereof vnto them, which being, in effect, asmuchas the Commons had fozmerly 
deſired, was no ſooner offered, but yeelding thankes to Us, the ſaid Commons reſolued the 
ſame day directly, contrary to their fozmer deſire, to refuſe it, and to accept OQur firſt Reſolu- 
tion of an adiournement ; but attending Us at GreenWich, pzelented no gricuances: This in- 
conſtancie,as We paſſed by with a gentle adinonition; ſo fo2 the matter ofgrieuances, aſwell of 
England, as Jreland, We p2omifed to take them into Our ownecare,though notpzeſented to 
Us, and really perfo:zmed the ſame ſo far fozth, as time , and the aduice of Dur Councell of 
each Kingdome could enable Us, as is witneſſed by Qur ſeuerall Pzoclamattons, publiſhed 


inbothRealnes, as likewiſe in grantingat theſame time thoſe thzee ſuites which were pzo- | 
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voned buto Usby the Arch-Biſhzop of Canterbury, at the requeſt, andin the nameofboth the 
Youſles : 23ut in concluſion the honſe of Commons making it their choiſe, dee made a Re: 
ceſſe by adiournement of theParliainent, the fourthday of June : Though indeed v8e muſt 


doe them this right, that at theſatd Keceſſe, taking into their ſerious conſideration the p2c- - 


ſent eſtate of Our childzen abzoad, andthe generall afflicted eſtate of the true Pzofeſſo2s of Re- 
ligion in fo2raine parts, they did With one vnanimons conſent, in the name of themſelnes, 
and the whole body of the Kingdome, make amoſt duc{luil and ſolemne pzoteſtation , that if 
Our pious Endeauours,by treatte to pzocure their peace and ſafetie, ſhonidnot take that good 
effect which was deſired, (inthe treatie whereof, they humbly beſought Us, not to ſuffer 
any long delay) then, vpon ſigntfication of Ourpleaſure in Parliament, they would be ready, 
to the bttermoſt of theirpowers, both withliues and fo2tunes to aſſiſt Us, ſo as that by the di- 
nine helpe of Altnightie God, ue might be able to doe that by Our \Wo2d , Which by peace- 
able courſes ſhould not be cffected. 
2But during the time of this long Receſſe, Haningto Our great charges mediated with 
the Emperour, by the meanes of Pur Embaſſadour,the Lozd Digbie, and Hauing found thoſe 
hopes to fayle, which we had to pzeuaile by treaty, ue in confidence of the Aſſiſtance of Our 
people, thus freely pzomiled and pzoteſted in Parliament, did inſtantly ſhozten the time of 
the Veceſſe,(Which voe had befoze appointed to continue vutill the eighthday of Febzuary,) 
and did reaſſemble Qur Parliament, the twentiethdayp of Nouember laſt, and made knowen 
vnto themthe true ſt2te and neceſſity of Dur Childzens affay2es, declaring Qur reſolution 
vnto them, of taking vpon vs the defence of Pur Childzens patrimony, by way of Armes, 
ſince P3e could not compaſſe tt by an amicable treaty ; and therefoze expected the fruit ofthat 
their declaration, whereby Ve Were tuutted vnto this courſe : wherein, howbeit We are well 
ſatiſfied of the good inclination of the moſt part of Our Houſe of Commons, teſtified by their 
ready allent to the ſpeedy payment of a Dubſidie,newly to be granted; pet vpon this occaſion 
ſoine particular members of that Houſe tooke ſuchinozdinate liberty, not onlyto treat of Qur 
higy Pzerogatiues , and of ſundzy things , that without Our ſpectiall direction Were no fit 
ſubiects tobe treated ofin Parliament; bat alſo to ſpeake with leſle reſpect of fozraigne Pzrn- 
ces, Qur Allies, then Were fit fozany Sublect to doe of anoynted Kings, though in enmity 
and hoſtility with Us. Aud when, vpon this occaſion, wee vied ſome repzehenſion towards 
thoſe miſcarriages, requiringthem not to p2oceed but in ſuchthings as were within the capa- 
city of that Houſe, accozding to the continuallcuſtome of ©ur P2edeceſſozs,then by the meanes 
of ſome entU affected and difcontented perſons, fuch heat and diſtemper was rayſed in the 
Houle, that albeit themleines had ſnced vuto Us foz a Seſſion ,and fo2 a generall pardon, 
vato both which at their earneſt ſnit u3e aſſented, yet after this fire kmndled , they retected 
both, and ſetting apart all buſinetes of conſequence and waight (notwithſtanding our ad- 
mouttion aad earneſt p2eſſing them to goe on) they eitherſlate asſilent, o2 ſpent the time in 
diſputing ok Pztuledges, deſcanting vpon the wozds and ſyllables of Qur Letters and me[- 
ſages, which foz better cleering of trueth, and ſatiſfaction of allmen, we are about to pubs 
liſh tn P2int, ſo ſooneas poſſibly we can. And although in Qur Anlwer tothetr petition, 
Vee gaue them full aſſurance that wee would bee as carefull of the p:eſernation of their 
Pauiledges, as of Pur owne Royall Pzerogatiue, and in Our explanation after ſent vnto 
them by Qur Letters, watten to Our Decretary, We told them that wce nener meant to de- 
nie them any lawful! pztniledges that ener that Houle entoyed in Our p:edeceſſours times; 
and that whatſoeuer pziniledges oz liberties they enioyed by any Law oz Statute, ſhould 
euer bee inuiolablie p:eſerued by Us; and wge hoped Dur poſterity would imitate ©ur 
footſteps therem; and whatloener p2iniledges they enioyed by long cuſtome, and vncontrol- 
led and lawfull P2eſidents, u9e would likewiſe be as carefull to pzeſerue them, and tranſmit 
thecare thereof ts Our poſterity, confeſſing Dur ſelues in iuſtice tobee bound to maintaine 
themin theirRights, and in grace,that u3e were rather minded to increaſe,then infringe any 
of them, if they ſhould ſo deſerne at Pur hands, which might ſatiſfie any reaſonable man, 
that we werefar from violating their pztuiledges. And although by Qur Letters Waitten to 
their Speaker:We aduiſed them to pzocced.+make this a Seſſion.to the end,that Dur good 
tloning ſubtects might haue ſome taſte,aſwell of Our grace # goodnes towards them,by our 
freepardon & 900d Lawes to be paſſed,as they had both by the great # vnuſuall examples of 
Juſtice ſincethis meeting, # the ſo many eaſes # comntozts giuen vnto them by Pzoclamation. 
Aud although ugce had giuen o:der fo2 the Pardon to goe on, and that in a moze gracious

We found Our Crowneactually poſſelled; an vſu nthat the Maiecſtie ofa King can by 
no meanes endure. 2y all which may appeare, that howſoener in the generall pzoceedings 
ofthat Houle, there are many footſteppes of loning and well affected duetie to Us: yet ſome 
fll tempered ſpirits, haue ſowed tares among the; cozne , and thereby fruſtrated the hope of 
thatplentifull and good harueſt, which might haue multiplyed the wealth and welfare of this 
whole land ; & by their cunning dtuerfionshaue (impoſed vpon Us aneceſſitie of diſcontir.uing 
thts pzeſent Parliament , without putting vnto it the name o2p?riod of a Seſſion, 

And therekoze, whereas the ſaidafſembly of Parliament wasby Our Comiſſion adiourned 
vntill the eight day of Febzuary now nextenſuing, ue, nunding not to continue the ſame any 
longer, and therefozenot holding it fit to capſe the Pzelates, Noblemen, and States of this 
Our Realme , 02 the Knights, Citizens and softheſame Parliament to trauaile 
thereabout, hane thought fit to ſignifie this Our reſolntton, with the reaſons thereof vntoall 
Our Dubtects, inhabiting in all parts of this Realme,'Willing and requiring the ſaidÞP2e- 


lates, Noblemen and States, andallſo the ſaid Knights, Cittzens,andBurgeſſes, and all 0- 


thers, to whom in this cale it ſhall appertatine , that they fozbearetoatcendat the dayand 
place p2efired by the ſatd adtournement, andin fo doing, they are and ſhall be hereby diſchar-

And albeit ude are at this t1me cnfozced to bzeake off this Conuention of Parltament : yet

ſuſpicions andiealouſies, that Our intent and fullreſolution ts, to gouerne Our people in the - 


ſame manner,as Our P2ogenitours and Pzedeceſſonrs, Kings and Mueenes of this Realme 
of beſt gonernment, haue heretofoze done ; and that uce ſhall be carefull, both tn owne 
erſon, and by charging Our p2inte Counſell, ©ur Judges, andother Our Winiſters i(n-their 
everall places reſpectinely, to diſtribute true Juſtice and right vnto all Our people; and that 


- we lſhallbee as glad to lay hold of the firſt occaſion in due and conuentent time, which Bee 


hope ſhallnot be long, tocalland aſſemble Our Parliament, with confidence of the trueand 
hearty lone and affection of Ourſubtects, as either u9e, oz any of ©ur Pzogenitozs haue beene 
atany time heretofoze.
